To the School Board and Citizens of the Landaff School 
District: 


I herewith submit my seventh annual report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


The total enrollment in your school last year was 26, the 
average membership 21.10 and the percentage of attend- 
ance 90.92. There were seven pupils attending Lisbon 
High School. Fifteen pupils attended Lisbon Elementary 
School. 


This year the total enrollment in the Blue School is 30. 
Eighteen pupils are attending Lisbon Elementary School 
and ten are attending Lisbon High School. This is an in- 
crease of 13 pupils over the number reported at this same 
time last year. 


Miss Dorothy Berry resigned as teacher at the Blue 
School in December. She was replaced by Mrs. Helen Cur- 
rier. Mrs. Currier is substituting at the present time. School 
is going well and we hope she will finish the year. 


In your warrant there are several articles pertaining to 
school improvements and the purchase of busses that de- 
serve your careful attention. I have prepared a table that 
shows costs and sizes of busses. 


The elementary teacher shortage, increase in tuition 
charges and more children make the education of your 
children an increasingly difficult problem. I have been 
asked to prepare a table showing school costs. You will 
find this table on the preceding page. The costs were esti- 
mated on 40 elementary pupils and 15 high school pupils. 


The toilet situation at Blue certainly needs changing. 
Before making these changes, you should see what has 
been done at the Benton and Swiftwater schools. 
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I wish to thank the school board and-the teachers for 


their cooperation.
